The purpose of this meeting was to authorize the County 
Commissioners to borrow $150,000.00 in anticipation of the 1960 
axes. 


Present at this meeting were the following members: Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee Walter Swett, Guy Fortier, Clerk, 
Hilda Brungot, William O. Emerson, Marie Christiansen, and 
Frank Sheridan. 


_ The meeting was called to order by Walter Swett. 


Marie Christiansen moved that the County Commissioners be 
authorized to borrow $150,000.00 in anticipation of 1960 taxes. This 
motion was seconded by William O. Emerson and carried. 


There being no further business to come before the meeting, 
Frank Sheridan moved that the meeting be adjourned. This mo- 
tion was seconded by Hilda Brungot and carried. 


The meeting adjourned at 2:15 p.m.

Meeting at the Berlin Court House on February 6, 1960 at 
2:00 p.m. 


Present at the meeting were the following members, Chairman 
Hilda Brungot, Vice Chairman Walter Swett, Clerk Guy Fortier, 
Frank Sheridan, Rebecca Gagnon, William Emerson and Marie 
Christiansen. 


The report of expenditures for the last Quarter of 1959 was 
read by Chairman Brungot, also the itemized 1960 County Budget 
for Coos County. 
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After much discussion on certain items of the Budget, Hilda 
Brungot moved that the Report of Expenditures for the last 
Quarter 1959 and the Proposed Budget of 1960 be accepted as 
read. 


Commissioner Hicks stated that a public hearing would be 
held on the proposed budget at the Lancaster Court House. 
Frank Sheridan inquired if the Finance Committee was required 
to attend the Public Hearing. Chairman Brungot stated that the 
information she had received from former County Commissioners 
was that the members of the Finance Committee were not re- 
quired to attend Public Hearings. Frank Sheridan moved that this 
matter be referred to the County Solicitor for investigation and 
report. This motion was seconded by Marie Christiansen and car- 
ried, 


Rebecca Gagnon moved that the meeting be adjourned. This 
motion was seconded by Frank Sheridan, and carried.

Stiles of the Coos County-Co-operative Extension Service, Donald 
Sanborn of the White Mountain Regional Association, Robert 
Rich, Clerk of Court, Gladys MacLean, Register of Probate, War- 
ren Bartlett, Register of Deeds. Claude Baker, Stewartstown, Re- 
becca Gagnon, Berlin, William Emerson, Dalton, Hilda Brungot, 
Berlin and Guy Fortier, Berlin. 


Commissioner Bergeron called the hearing to order at 2:00 p.m. 


Hilda Brungot, Chairman of the County Delegation read the 
itemized proposed budget and questioned the increase in Budget 
by the Extension Service. George Martin and Francis Cotter ex- 
plained the reason for the increase of $1,509. for 1960. 


Donald Sanborn spoke about the problems of the White Moun- 
tain Regional Association and stated its purpose was to promote 
recreation and other matters of welfare to the state. He also said 
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financing of the association was from donations from the cities 
and towns and he believed that the County should donate $500.00 
for this purpose. Questions were asked Mr. Sanborn by Commis- 
sioner Dickey, Robert Rich and Claude Baker as to what was 
being done for Coos County by the association. 


Robert Rich, Warren Bartlett, and Gladys MacLean spoke 
about the need of more vault space. Robert Rich recommended 
that a committee be appointed by the chairman of the Delegation 
to investigate this matter with the County Commissioners. Mr. 
Bartlett explained the need of a new typewriter for his office and 
requested permission to change a typewriter which is about 14 
years old for a new one. 


Robert Rich also requested permission to change an old type- 
writer in his office for a new one. 


Robert Rich also stated that the Lancaster Court House roof 
needed repairs. 


There being no one else who wished to speak for or against 
the Proposed Budget at this hearing, the hearing was declared 
closed at 3:30 p.m.

Bushey, Robert B. Styles, Jerry W. Emery, Claude J. Baker, Bert 
Stinson, Ada C. Taylor, Mark S. Rix, Victor L. Kidder,Florence 
M. Gould, 24 Legislators, and 3 Delegates. Also present were 
Francis Cotter, George Martin, Dwight Stiles and Mrs. Corbett 
of the Extension Service, Donald Sanborn of the White Moun- 
tain Regional Association, and Robert C. Rich, Clerk of Court. 
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George Martin, Francis Cotter, Dwight Stiles, and Mrs. Cor- 
bett spoke in favor of an increase in the Budget pertaining to the 
Extension Service and explained the functions and problems en- 


countered. 


Robert Rich stated that an increase of vault space at the Lan- 
caster Court House should be made this year, also that there is 
need of new equipment for his office. 


Questions were asked Mr. Rich by Frank Sheridan, Louis 
Bragg and Florence Gould. 


Donald Sanborn of the White Mountain Regional Association 
explained to the Delegation the purpose and problems of the As- 
sociation and why the County should appropriate $500.00 to the 
said association. Questions were asked by Clarence Lacasse and 
Guy Fortier of Mr. Sanborn. 


Chairman Brungot declared a recess at 12:30 p.m. The meet- 
ing was again called to order at 1:40 p.m. by Chairman Brungot 
who declared it to be an executive session and excused all the 
non members except the County Commissioners. 


Guy Fortier moved that the chair dispense with the reading 
of the itemized Budget. This motion was seconded by Frank 
Sheridan and Robert Styles, and carried. 


Chairman Brungot questioned the purchase of a truck for the 
Farm, $3,000.00. Commissioner Dickey explained that when the 
Budget was made, they did not know just what the truck would 
cost, but he now believed the truck could be purchased for about 

2,500.00 and that $500.00 could be deducted from the Budget. 


William Emerson moved that the Extension Service be granted 
an increase in the 1960 Budget, as requested. This motion was 
seconded by Robert Styles. On this question, Romeo Desilets 
asked for a roll call. All members voted in favor of the increase 
except Romeo Desilets, who voted No. 


George Graham moved that the County appropriate $500.00 to 
the White Mountain Regional Association. This motion was se- 
conded by Walter Swett and Marie Christiansen. A discussion 
followed. Guy Fortier, Robert Styles, Philip Perreault, and Cla- 
rence Lacasse spoke against the motion. Guy Fortier asked for a 
roll call. The following members voted against the motion: Guy 
Fortier, Philip Perrault, Romeo Desilets, Frank Sheridan, Marie 
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Christiansen, Arthur Bouchard, Rebecca Gagnon, Clarence La- 
casse, Walter Bushey, Robert Styles, Jerry Emery, Claude Baker, 
Bert Stinson, and Mark Rix, 15 Noes. Voting in favor of the mo- 
tion for appropriating $500.00 to the White Mountain Association 
were Harry Marsh, Lovell Oakes, William Emerson, Frank Crock- 
ett, George Graham, Phyllis Kimball, Louis Bragg, Walter Swett, 
Wilbur Potter, Ada Tay:or, Victor Kidder, and Florence Gould. 
12 members voted Yes and 14 members voted No, therefore, the 
motion did not prevail. 


William Emerson moved that the Budget be accepted as cor- 
rected and the County Commissioners be authorized to raise 
$288,580.85 by Taxation. This motion was seconded by Frank She- 
ridan. On this question the Clerk called the roll and all members 
voted in favor. 


Guy Fortier made a motion that the Chair be authorized to 
appoint a special committee to investigate the need of more vault 
space at the Lancaster Court House. Chairman Brungot stated 
that the Finance Committee could act as a special committee on 
this matter. Frank Sheridan recommended that members from 
Lancaster, or Louis Bragg, be a member of this committee. Chair- 
man Brungot appointed Louis Bragg of Lancaster as a member 
of this special committee with the members of the Finance Com- 
mittee.

It is recommended by this Committee that the space of the 
two existing vaults be increased and a new vault be built; that 
the Register of Probate use space now used for a wash room 
and build a small extension outside of the building to increase 
its vault space. This should be done as soon as funds are made 
available and no later than 1961. 


The vault now used by the Clerk of Court is to be given to 
the Register of Deeds and a new vault is to be built on the rear 
of the building, approximately 20x20, for the Cerk of Court. This 
should be done no later than 1962, or as soon as funds are made 
available. 


Walter Swett moved that the County Commissioners be au- 
thorized to advertise for competitive bids from two or more con- 
tractors for the building and extension of these vaults, as re- 
commended by the Committee. Said bids are to specify cost of 
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vault and extensions separately, such as cost of Register of Pro- 
bate vault, cost of Register of Deeds vault, and cost of Clerk of 
Court vault. Also if there will be any differences in the cost, if 
the job is done in 1961 and 1962, or all in 1961. This motion was 
seconded by William O. Emerson and on this motion the Chair 
asked the Clerk to call the roll. The Clerk called the roll and 


ail were in favor of the motion, which was carried. 


Frank Sheridan called the attention of the Committee to the 
poor condition of the floor in the Court House Hallway and 
moved that the Commissioners repair this floor this year, if funds 
are available.

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Report of County Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Coos County; 


In compliance with the Laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
the Commissioners of Coos County present their annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1960. 


In an earlier election time report, the Commissioners stated 
the following: “While cutting taxes and holding down expendi- 
tures in 1960 is all to the good, major repairs to the County 
buildings were a necessary must. Every farm building roof has 
been repaired and painted, new water lines are being laid, and 
tie-ups for more cattle are being finished in the stable. It is the 
intention of the Commissioners and the Superintendent and Ma- 
tron, Mr. and Mrs. Edgar Ellingwood, to make the County Insti- 
tution as nearly self-supporting as possible by building up all 
sources of revenue”. 


Now that the fiscal year 1960 is closed, we can apply figures 
to our statement. Receipts from the Hospital were down from 
the previous year by $792.70, while receipts from the Farm were 
up by $10,111.47. This gain in revenue was almost all offset by the 
extra spending on the farm buildings, machinery, and water system. 


The major repairs are now behind us however, and we are 
glad to report that the County ended the fiscal year 1960 with a 
net budget surplus of $23,677.99. 


We do not anticipate any increase in County Taxes for this 
coming year, but we hope to have the continued support and good 
will of all personnel involved in our County government.

To the Commissioners of Coos County: 


Herewith is my report as County Attorney for the County of 
Coos for the year 1960. 


The following cases have been disposed of in Superior Court 
during the past year: 


ALBERT, Norman D.—Berlin, New Hampshire

Charge: Attempted Bleaking, Entering & Larceny 
Plea: Guilty 
Case continued for sentence; defendant placed on probation for

This is the fourth and final report made by me as County 
Attorney. During the four years that I have held this office nu- 
merous cases have been disposed of at both the Municipal Court 
and Superior Court levels. 
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It has been a pleasure to work with the State Police, State 
Liquor Inspectors, Fish and Game Wardens, local Police and 
Sheriff’s Department. We have a law enforcement organization 
of which we may all be proud. They have worked well together 
and are doing a good job for all of the County in the protection 
of person and property. It is my hope that before long, measures 
will be taken to adequately compensate these law enforcement of- 
ficers for the many hours worked and to give them remuneration 
commensurate with the amount of work accomplished and with 
their ability. 


On this same subject, it is my considered opinion that the of- 
fice of County Attorney should also receive an increase in salary 
or that consideration be given toward making the office of Coun- 
ty Attorney a full time position. To prepare the many cases 
handled, to give the advice sought by the many departments, to 
give freely of your time to individuals who have problems but 
no finances and to handle the trial of the various cases could, 
very easily, consume a full work week, and under the present 
salary arrangement, it cannot be expected that an attorney is 
going to devote full time to the office. 


In the four years that I have held this office, I have at- 
tempted to be fair to all concerned—to be a prosecutor and not 
a persecutor. To some people this philosophy does not appeal 
and they use their power of the press to imply that a County 
Attorney who does not seek the maximum penalty for a per- 
son found guilty of having committed a crime is not doing his 
duty. I, for one, am happy that we live under a system of law 
that tempers mercy with justice in the hope that the end re- 
sult will be a better community in which to live. 


It is my hope that in some way my terms as County At- 
torney have been toward this end.
